2. . Claims 1-3, 5-13, 16 and 40-41 and new claims 42-55 are now present in 
the instant application. 

Claims 4 , 14, 15 and 17-39 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5-13, 16 and 40-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 11 2, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention pertaining to the claimed "extract". 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-3, 5-13, 16 and 40-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are considered to be not within the scope of the specification with 

respect to the claimed "fibre extracts". The claims are not drawn to the residue which is 

the only possible ingredient possible after the extraction method. Based on the fact that 

the extraction medium is water and that the claimed language indicates that it is a fibre 

extract which can only be the residue left over and not the extract per se. 

One would not be enable to make the claimed extract based on the claimed language 
as well as there is a problem with the language under 35 USC 112 second paragraph 
as to the meaning of the fibre extract. 

Please note that the language of the claims must make it clear what subject 

matter the claims encompass to adequately delineate their "metes and bounds The 

courts have also indicated that before claimed subject matter can properly be compared 

to the prior art, it is essential to know what the claims do in fact cover. See, e.g., the 

following decisions: In re Steele , 305 F 2d. 859, 134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962); inre 

Moore 439 F 2d. 1232, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1969); In re Merat 519 F 2d. 1390, 186 

USPQ 471 (CCPA 1975). Claims fail to comply with the above decisions.
